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that he has not had aay contact with ANBIDDY/1 siuce he waa told 
to sever his Councotion {n “ebruary 1963. Ila does, however, 
occasionally see WESA and BARRO, Froa his renarks it is quite 
Obvious that Sabject has a great deal of affection aad respect rer
